Report of Special Agent (A) FR^.NK S. MITCHELL, 
dated February 5, 1947, at New Haven, Conn. 



Inquiry of the Manufacturers and Traders Trust 
Company, Buffalo, New York, disc1>«i^^d that -there 
i^as an account in the name of R. U/^ARR, 35 
Windsor Avenue, Buffalo, New York. Mr. CARR was 
contacted and he advised that -hi S' full name was 
ROBERT U; CARR. He stated that ha had made ^%^^ ^^ 
number of contributions to the CONSTITUTIONAL ga'^l?: 
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EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE and advised that all his contributions were made with 
the xmder standing that the purpose of the organization was to fight 
un-Americanism of all types> including hoth Fascism and Communis., and 
'he advised that his only knowledge of the work of the LEAGUE was obtain- 
ed through statements made to him by an individual named MRPHY who had 
solicited contributions and through reading some of the pamphlets and 
other matter which was mailed to him by the LEAGUE. He stated that at 
no time did he understand that any contributions were to be used in 
supporting political campaigns as s-ph. or that JOSEPH PETER KAMP was en- 
gaged in such a political campaign* 

Mr, E, K* TYvOOLEY, Vice President and Treasurer of the 
Hewitt Rubber Corporation, stated that he recalled authorizing the contri- 
butionsto the CO'NSTITUTIONiL EDUCATIONAL LEA.GUE and that he made the^ 
contributions be cause he understood that the organisation was figjiting 
un-Americanism, including both Fascism and Communism, on a broad basis. 
He stated that the contributions were not made to be used for political 
purposes and that he did not understand that JOSEPH PETER EAJ.'lP vms engaged 
in a political campaign. 

Mr. H/lPJRY J. SClififeFER, ^Tr'e£isurer of the Plastergon Wall 
Board Company,- 196 Philadelphia, Avenue ^ Buffalo, New York, stated that he 
recalled the contributions having been made 'to the CONSTITUTIONAL EDUCATIONAL 
LEAOTE. He stated he did not know the purpaSe' of these contributions 
inasmuch as he had been instructed to dra.w checks for this organization by 
Mrk .W. G. S^-.VILLE, who in 1944 was president of the Plastergon Wall Board 
Company. Mr» SCHAEFER explained that Mr. SAVILLE died in April, 1946^ In 
an effort to ascertain whether any notation had been made as to the reason 
for these contributions; Mr. SCH/iSFER found no specific statement as to why 
the contributions v;ere made» However, he did produce three letters of 
acknowledgement which were on the letterhead of the CONSTITUTIONAL EDUCATIO"NAL 
LEAGUE INC.", and it was noted that this letterhead indicated that the 
LEAGUE was a non-rpolitical organization. ' ^ 



Mr, W* S» CORRIE, Treasurer of the National Gypsiim Company,- 
Delaware Avenue, Buffalo^ New York, advised that Mr^ F. E. DAVIS was 
Treasurer of that company at the time the contribution was made in 1944 and 
that Mr. DAVIS is now deceased. Mrt CORRIE stated 'that^he, himself, had 
no knowledge of such contribution* Howeveri ^® checke§^^he records of the 
company which disclosed that such a contribution had beeh made and he ad- 
vised that the voucher reflected that the $200*00 was given as a subscription 
"to assist the League in its Americanization work". 
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Inquiry of the Statler Office of the Marine Trust 
Company, Buffalo, Now York, disclosed that ICA.THRYN LEE GIBBS has an 
account at that, office • Hovjever, th'e i/vritor "was unable to obtain 
the address of Mrs. GIBBS and y;as advised that all financial matters 
of Mrs. GIBBS vere handled by RfiPH G. BLODGSTT, iwho had offices in 
the Crosby Building, Buffalo, New York. 

Investigation at the Crosby Building, Buffalo, Nev^ 
York, revealed that J^r. BLODGETT^s offices were closed up and that he 
had left town for the. winter. A chock of the Telephone Directory re^ 
fleeted that ]^^ BLODGETTB address was 354 Depew Avenue, Buffalo, New 
York. A servant at that address advised tha.t Mr. BLODGSTT »s present 
address is 375 - 17th Avenue, N.E., St. Petersburg, Florida.

A review of the investigation which remains to be performed in this case is

Referenced reporb of Special Agent (A) FRANK S* EUTCHELL sets forth a lead 
for the Buffalo Field Division to contact KATHERYN LUfflSQJBBS and ascertain her 
reason for contributing to the COKSTITUTIONitL BDUCATIOML LEAGUE, INC»» The 
report of Special Agent FRMTGI5 J, ^wAISH dated February 20, 1947 at Buffalo 
reflects that RALPH G^ BLODGETT handled her financial matters for Mrs* KATHKRYK 
LiiJE GIBBS and that both vrere presently located in Florida* The Mami office 
was requested to interview BLODGETT at 375- 17th Avenue, N^B., St. Petersburg, 
Florida concerning the wherdabouts of Mrs* KATHERYS LBS GIBBS, and for inform- 
ation pertaining to the contribution* 

Hef erenced report of Speci^Agent U) lOTCHELL directs that the Cleveland

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On March 10, 1947> Assistant United States Attorney VilTLLIAM ^R 
HITZ advised that piirsuant to a motion by Mr. JOHN J* ULSOW, Attor'la 
for the defendant, JOSEPH PETER KSMP, an order was issued on March 7, 
1947, by Chief Justice BOLITA J. LAWS for the continuance of the above- 
captioned case. This order states that this case would be placed on the 
reserve calendar for disposition after the final detei^aination of the 
appeal in the case of the United States against BEM^JMM^ E^TISLDS 
Docket #77669j in this District. The order stated that the EEELDS case 
involves the same status as does the EAMP case and that a ruling is 
expected fi?om the Appellate Court which will define the wrd 'Wilfully** 
as used in this status, therety settling a conflict of decisions in 
this Court, meaning the United States District Court for the District 
of Columbia. Furthermore, it was stated in the order that under the 
facts of instant case the construction put upon the word "wilfully^ is 
considered to be determinative of its outcome. 



It is to be noted that FIELDS was convicted by a jury for con- 
tempt for his refusal to provide the names of contributors and that the 
identical question of law arose in the FIELDS case as is involved in 
the KMP case. However, although FIELDS has taken an appeal from, his 
conviction, this appeal has not yet been perfected and consequently the 
case is not yet before the United States Court of Appeals. 

Assistant United States Attorney HITZ advised that probably 
the Court of Appeals will not render a decision in the FIELDS case until 
the Fall of 1947» If the conviction of FIELDS is upheld on the basis 
of a ruling beneficial to the Government in connection with the interpre- 
tation of the word 'J*wilfully» in the Statute then the Government will pro- 
ceed toward a retrial of the KffljIP case. However, if the Court of Appeals 
is adverse in the FIELDS case then the. KMP case in all probability wilL 
be nolle pressed by the United States Attorney. Assistant United States 
Attorney HITZ advised that there would be very little chance of success 
in a retrial of KAMP under an adverse ruling ty the Court of Appeals lA 
the FIELDS case. Moreover the investigation conducted recently has nolf^i^ 
provided information favorable to the Government in showing that K^^^^ 
actually was engaged in a political rather than an educational c^^a^gii.^ 
TfTithout exception under the investigation conducted to date, the coh- 
tributors have stated that they made their donations with the under- 
standing that subject organization was fighting Coiimunism*
